2. Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1-3,6-8,16 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by HAWLEY, teaching the instant compositions as, 
soynuts or butter, with sugar, sucrose, flavor attractants, oil humectants and alcohol pesticides(colunm6,7 exanqsles 1 & 6). 

Claims 1-16 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over HARRIS or SlvaXH in view of HAWLEY or 
MODY. HARRIS (column 1) teaches rodents eat human food, sugars & protein, shown by MODY or HAWLEY to be combined with 
the same protein sources, soynot thus obvious to incorporate in die baits of HAARRIS to control insects, or SMTIH to control rodents . 

Claims 1-16 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus prpovide industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry. 

Claims 4-5 and 9-15 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2) because the prior art doees not teach or fairly suggest the claimed 
invention. 
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
